A  Club  was  started  among  the  colored  wo¬ 
men. 

The  Book  of  Knowledge  in  twenty  volumes 
and  nineteen  other  carefully  selected  volumes 
were  given  to  the  school  library. 

'The  Mentor  was  subscribed  to  for  the  school 
library. 

Beautiful  copies  of  the  Sistine  Madonna  and 
Mona  Lisa  were  loaned  the  school  for  some 
weeks. 

The  Junior  League  has  forty  enrolled  mem¬ 
bers. 

Arbor  day  and  bird  day  were  celebrated  in 
connection  with  the  school. 
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Seeds  and  plants  were  distributed  for  home 
gardening. 

Mid-winter  meetings  were  given  largely  to 
story  telling — a  series  of  Uncle  Remus  stories 
being  given  to  the  great  delight  of  the  chil¬ 
dren. 

Name  and  address  of  each  child  were  sent 
to  Health  Department  for  Health  Bulletins 
for  the  purpose  of  interesting  families  in  the 
States  campaign  for  better  health. 

Music  has  been  taught  in  the  school  under 
the  auspices  of  the  music  committee.  A  splen¬ 
did  concert  was  given  by  the  school  children  as 
the  result  of  this  training. 

Two  clean-up  days  were  carried  on  with  suc¬ 
cess. 

The  organization  of  a  Town  Welfare  Com¬ 
mittee  was  effected,  composed  of  two  members 
of  the  Community  Club,  two  from  the  Board 
of  Trade,  two  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  and 
two  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  through  which 
it  is  hoped  much  good  will  come. 

A  sealer  of  weights  and  measures  was  ap¬ 
pointed  through  the  efforts  of  the  Home  Eco¬ 
nomics  department. 

The  Home  Economics  Department  has  suc¬ 
ceeded  in  having  wrapped  bread  put  on  sale 
at  the  groceries. 

A  Rest  Room  was  established. 
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The  cost  of  the  Rest  Room  was  defrayed 
mainly  by  the  income  from  afternoon  teas 
served  in  the  Rest  Room.
